1 in. high, 3 ft. wide, 
decorated in relief with the life-size figure of a Greek warrior 
dressed in a short chiton, which leaves the right shoulder bare, 
and a cloak; his shield is on his left arm, his sword slung 
round him; in his left hand he holds a spear across his 
shoulder, and in his right a conical felt cap; in front of him 
are remains of a simple altar (eschara), made of round stones 


*¥ This is the tombstone of a warrior, made in the later years 
of the 5th century B.c. A large cantle is missing to the 
right below, and a smaller above; but the figure is complete. 
The stele has suffered much from long exposure, but it is 
free from retouching, and its original nobility remains. 

It was found near Megara in Greece, and was first pub- 
lished a hundred years ago by Baron Stackelberg in his 
Graeber der Hellenen (pl. 3, 2 and p.38). Jne1928 Dr: 
Hans Diepolder reproduced Stackelbere’s lithograph in an 
article in the Miinchner Jahrbuch (5 pp. 15-19, Eine 
Kriegerstele aus Megara), and showed that it represented 
a Greek tombstone of the late fifth century; he did not 
know where the original was. A year later; Prot. Js D: 
Beazley published a photograph of the original in the 
Journal of Hellenic Studies for 1929 (pp. 1-6, Stele of a 
Warrior); since then the Cairness relief has been 
re-published and re-studied by Dr. Diepolder in his Attische 
Grab-Reliefs (p. 22, fig. 3) and by Dr. Hans Mébius in 
Jahrbuch des Deutschen Archiologischen Instituts 49, p. 52, 
fig. 4, and p. 54.

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71 A STELE OF BLUISH-GREY MARBLE, 3 ft. 7 £m. high, engraved with 
the decree of a society established in Delos—the worshippers 
of Poseidon (Poseidoniastai) at Berytos (Beyrut) on the 
Phoenician coast. The decree records the benefactions of 
one M. Minatius, a Roman, to the Society ; offers him a place 
for a statue of himself in the courtyard of the Society’s 
grounds at Delos and for a painted portrait in the temple ; 
awards him a golden crown and a seat of honour. The 
inscription, which is nearly 100 lines long, is of great 
importance for the history of Greek associations; it is pub- 
lished, with a full commentary, by Mr. M. N. Tod, in the 
Journal of Hellenic Studies for 1934, pp. 140-159, and dated 
about 140 B.c. 


72 A STELE OF BLUISH-GREY. MARBLE, 3 ft. 1lin. hi gh, found at 
Orchomenos in Bocotia, and engraved with a list of persons 
who had won prizes at the festivals of the Charitesia and the 
Homoloia in the early part of the 1st century B.c. The 
contests were in various branches of music (the lyre, the flute, 
the trumpet, singing, reciting, ete.) and poetry (tragedy, 
comedy, satyric one eetnon The victor in tragie com- 
position was one Sophocles, son of Sophocles, of Athens, a 
namesake, possibly a descendant, of the great poet.

chevron borders. At one time there were probably two large
